Seven speakers, bringing gretings from 
just about everybody in town in one capacity 
or another, formed an important part of the 
program as each endeavored in four minutes 
to tell what he thought about Mr. Hamblin, 
and then to top it off, selectman J. Everett 
Collins, chairman of the testimonial com- 
mittee, a student at Punchard when Mr. 
Hamblin first came in 1910, presented him 
| with a substantial sum of money in behalf of 
| the alumni. 

The town hall during the afternoon had 
undergone a remarkable transformation, 
with the aid of Japanese lanterns, green and 
white streamers, and many flowers. The 
streamers converged on the center chandelier 
from which hung a basket of flowers. 


Dr. Stearns Speaks

master-emeritus of Phillips academy, we 
the guest speaker of the evening. He gave 
his address after Mr. Hamblin had responded 
to the gift given him and after the seven 
other speakers: Dr. Jeremiah J. Daly '93, 
chairman fo the board of selectmen who 
brought the greetings of the town; Rev. 
Charles W. Henry, chairman of the board of 
trustees who brought the greetings of the 
trustees; Chairman Frederick C. Smith who 
brought the greetings of the school commit- 
tee; Superintendent Henry C, Sanborn who 
brought the greetings of the schools; Eugene 
V. Lovely who has served under him for 24 
years and brought the greetings of the faculty; 
Schoolcommitteeman Arthur R. Lewis, ‘14, 
who brought the greetings of the alumni and 
Winthrop Reed, ’35, who brought the greet- 
ings of the student body. 

Edmond E. Hammond, ’05, treasurer of the 
board of trustees, was toastmaster. 

After Mr. Collins had made the presenta- 
tion, Mr. Hamblin arose to speak briefly. He 
| told of the doubts he had had when he was 
coming here, because he had been told he 
would be under the shadow of Phillips acade- 
my, but many times since, he declared, he 
has had occasion to bless that shadow, which 
has proven a helpful leader to him, He then 
expressed his appreciation to those with 
whom he had had to work and to those for 
whom he had to work. He stated that the 
enrollment had risen from 98 to nearly 500, 
about five times what it used to be, while 
the teaching staff had little more than 
doubled.

‘Town Labor to Do 


| The River road project approved at the 
| town meeting in March will all be done by 
j town labor, it was learned this week. The 
| State, county and town appropriations 

amount to $11,900, just under the $12,000 

over which such jobs by state ruling must be 
| let out to contract. Work will probably be 
| started in August. The old contract, started 
a year ago, has been completed. 

The B. P. W. help at present is working in 
conjunction with the E.R.A. on several 
projects, including the Chandler road water 
extension and the Salem street reconstruc 
tion. 

Changes in the water mains and hydrants 
on Lowell street are being made by the B. P

It’s hard | 
to blame the children; they like their fun | 
just as we did when we were young, 
Naturally they will start their celebrat- 
ing just as soon as possible, and the only | 
way in which they can be stopped is} 
through parental intervention. here- | 
fore, it is up to the parents of this town | 
to see that the Fourth of July is cele- 
brated this year on the Fourth of July 
and not on the week preceding it. 

When the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was signed just about 159 years 
ago, it meant independence from Eng- 
land. no more than that. [t did not give 
Americans the liberty to do anything 
they pleased, regardless of the feelings of 
others. No one will dispute the right of 
children to set off fireworks on the 
Fourth of July or on Fourth of July eve, 
but that does not mean that the nuisance 
created by the use of fireworks before 
that time must be tolerated by those 
citizens who would like a little quiet. To 
set off fireworks on the first of July is 
just as much a breach of the public 
peace as it would be if they were set off 
on the first of December. 

The Townsman doesn’t want to seem | 
priggish; neither do the many people 
who vear after year complain about pre- 
mature noise. The Townsman wants a| 
good, loud celebration on the Fourth of 
July and on the night before; it wants it 
louder than ever, and the best way of 
bringing this about is to save the fire- 
works until that time rather than spread- 
ing them out for a week before.

War Just Pastime With 
Fighting Men of Epirus 

Epirus is the land “where men die 
young.” This territory in southeastern 
Europe formerly belonged to Turkey, 
but now Is divided between Greece and 
Albania, In 1912, Albania, including 
Epirus, broke away from Turkey and 
became independent. Two years later 
young Greek patriots went to Epirus 
to investigate a revolt against the rest 
of Albania, intending to bring about the 
annexation of Hpirus to Greece. The 
revolution was successful and for two 
years Epirus was a free country, In 
1916 Italy intervened and after a pe- 
riod of military occupation declared 
that Epirus should be returned to Al- 
bania, 

In 1914 the revolutionists issued post- 
age stamps illustrating the flag of Wpl- 
rus with an Inscription meaning “self- 
governing Epirus.” This is but a liy- 
ing record of the country’s short-lived 
independence, 

In Epirus, a bare mountainous coun- 
try, the women do all the work as the 
men conserve all their energy for fight- 
ing, which is a national pastime of all 
Albanians, There are many curlous 
customs connected with the feudal war- 
fare of this fighting people. One ts 
that no man shall be killed If he ts ac- 
companied by a woman.—Washington 
Post. 


Napoleon Founder of One 


of Greatest Industries 

Napoleon’s fame extends beyond 
that of a notable military genius; he 
was the founder of one of the greatest 
of modern industries—canning, writes 
Fred James, in the Montreal Herald. 
He is credited with being directly re- 
sponsible for the discovery that food 
could be kept, if sealed, In air-tight 
containers, The feeding of his armies 
was one of first concern with him. 
He knew that well fed troops are vital- 
ly important to success. There's little, 
{f any, courage or zeal In men with 
empty stomachs, 

In 1809 Francois Appert, another 
Frenchman, evidently inspired by Na- 
poleon’s discovery, found that food 
put in airtight containers required 
to be sterilized. 

While Frenchmen have the distinc- 
tion of discovering the art of canning, 
{t was an Englishman who Invented 
the tin can. The most notable develop- 
ment of the canning industry has, how- 
ever, taken place in North America. 


Puritans’ Footgear 

Shoes were brought to America by 
the first settlers. The Indians wore 
moccasins and the white men adopter 
them until Thomas Beard, a London 
shoemaker, came to Massachusetts in 
1629, bringing a supply of leather, as 
well as a kit of tools, and became the 
first shoemaker on record in the col- 
ony. Puritans wore plain, square-toe 
shoes with buckles. Cayallers wore 
great boots. Men of the Colonial and 
early Revolutionary period wore long 
stockings and low shoes with buckles. 
Women had one pair of coarse shoes 
for week-day wear and a palr of fine 
kid shoes for Sunday best. Farmers 
wore kneehigh boots of heavy cowhide 
leather. Children’s shoes were crude; 
in some cases the father’s old boots 
were cut apart and made over into 
shoes for children. 


Fishy Facts 

Nine hundred thousand tons of coal 
are used to catch the 200,000 tons of 
fish landed at Grimsby every year, 
where the largest ice factory in the | 
world turns out 1,200 tons of ice a 
day. Brought from the farthest parts 
of the North Sea, the landings begin 
at 5 a. m. every weekday morning on 
the “pontoon,” which is the name for 
the concrete market. The fish Is auc- 
tloned from north to south, cleaned 
and frequently filleted, boxed in ice 
and packed in the vans of express 
night’ trains to catch the early morn- 
ing markets at Billingsgate In London 
and elsewhere.—Tit-Bits Magazine.

“Montreal is headquarters of the world to 
me and the Eastern townships home, without 
disloyalty to my American citizenship. 


“While my wife and daughter sailed down | 


the great St. Lawrence to Newfoundland and 
Labrador, where forests grow and Grenfell 
labored, lands of summer promise and winter 
death, my face was set westward. It was a 
trip of co-incidental meetings The man on 
the way to Montreal, who asked ‘Are you a 
relative of Dr, Henry?’ and proved to be the 
‘grown-up’ lower classman of Trinity days;

I wish I could have seen things 
on another day than the half holiday which 
greeted us. 

“Tt is pleasant to visit Seattle; yet I like 
Portland better with its roses, its open 
spaces, its Mt. Hood, and its splendid rides 
along the Columbia, where high water falls 
and wonderful natural sights, with now and 
then a Swiss-like tunnel, and the benign 
effect of the Japan current combine to make 
a delightful land in which to live. 

“We sped back on the ‘Portland Rose,’ 
through cool and heat, through rich country 
and barren reaches where the drought was at 
its height, over mountain heights and broad 
spaces, with modern air-conditioned diner 
and observation cars, but old fashioned stuffy 
sleepers to Chicago, which buzzed with the 
exposition, and then on the fast going C.N.R.

Rome’s No. 1 Attraction 


Is Nero’s Town Palace 

From Prince Hill in Rome one sees 
straight across towards St. Peter's 
dome, the open space that was the 
warden of Nero, where crucified Christ- 
jans explated their imaginary crime of 
burning Rome. Though condemned to 
death by the senate, Nero’s remains 
were buried with honors and a fine 
tomb reared above it, says a writer in 
the Detroit News. But soon “demon 
crows” possessed themselves of his vile 
ghost—so runs the holy legend—and 
made Pincine hill hideous with their 
noises until Pope Paschal himself cut 
down their roosting trees roundabout 
and, leveling the tomb, on Its founda: 
tions erected a church, Sana Maria del 
Popolo it was called, and there It 
stands today! The marble urn holding 
the imperial ashes was used as a pub 
lic measuring cup for salt in the mar- 
ketplace. No one living has seen that 
urn,

Ice-Boring Flower From 
Alps Is Brought to U. S. 


The blue moonwort, a beautiful 
spring flower from the high Swiss Alps, 
has the remarkable power of boring 
its way through a thick sheet of ice, 
flowering and going to seed before the 


ice has barely begun to melt, writes 
Robert Shosteck, in the Washington 
Post, The appearance of the crocus 


flowers as they push their way through 
the snow is ever a source of Joy and 
wonder to the flower lover, but the 
ability of a plant to drill a passage to 
the air and sunshine through nearly a 
foot of ice is just short of a miracle, 
In the autumn the moonwort devel 
ops thick, leathery leaves, well stocked 
with fuel for the coming drilling oper- 
ation, These blades lie flat on the 
ground all through the winter untfl 
the first water from the melting snows 
on top trickles down and arouses the 
dormant roots, Internal combustion of 


the starchy fuel produces sufficient 
heat in the sprouting stalk to melt 
away some ice about these uprising 


flower stems, As the ice gives way to 
nature’s unusual heat drill, the moon 
wort stem gradually pushes its way to 
the pure mountain air and warm rays 
of the sun. The opening flowers are 
indifferent to the below zero night tem 
perature, since the plant is able to sur 
round itself with a blanket of its own 
heat, very much as a domestic animal 
protects itself from the winter cold,
